Dr. Canning, who is professor of 
economics at Stanford university 
and a recognized authority on eco- 
nomic laws, pointed out that the 
proposed law is not limited to Ta- 
bor organizations or their contro- 
versies as its sponsors contend. 

“The proposed law is so broad 
it covers everyday routine activi- 
ties of innumerable organizations,” 
Dr. Canning said 

“It means that if members of a 
farm bureau, chamber of com- 
merce, manufacturers, merchants, 
wholesale or retail trade associa- 
tion even dares suggest to another 
person or 
not to deal with anyone outside of 
their organization, and uses so- 
called derogatory language intend- 
ed to induce or influence them, 
they are guilty. 

“The penalty for a misdemeanor 
is six months in jail, $500 fine or 
both, and for a felony two years in 


prison, $5,000 fine, or both. Our 
tax rate will go up trying cases 


and building jails and prisons if it 
becomes law. 

“It even applies to churches, for 
if-anyone advises against going to 
a certain church because it is ‘cold 
and drafted’ or anything else that 
might be considered derogatory, 
they would be guilty. 

“Enforcement of the proposed 
law would cripple many activities 
of a multitude of groups. The pro- 
posal is economically unsound, and 
it is time every citizen and busi- 
ness man awoke to the seriousness 
of the proposal and studied it for 
themselves, and they will be con- 
vinced tkey should vote “No.”

Conceived’ Says Professor Kreps 


Following is a transcript of an address de- % uttering any derogatory word with the intent 


livered over the Columbia radio network last 
Tuesday night by Professor Theodore J. 
Kreps of Stanford university school of busi- 
ness administration, under the auspices of the 
Citizens’ Committee Against Proposition No. 
1, of which Dr. John B. Canning of Stanford 
university is chairman. 

Introducing Professor Kreps to the radio 
audience, Dr. Canning said: : 

“Due to unavoidable circumstances, Ches- 
ter H. Rowell of the San Francisco ‘Chron- 
icle,, who was scheduled to make this broad- 
cast, is unable to be with us this evening. In 
his stead you will hear Dr. Theodore J. 
Kreps, for several years a member of the eco-~ 
nomics staff of Harvard university, twice a 
delegate of the United States government to 
conferences of the International Labor Office 
in Geneva, Switzerland, and at present eco- 
nomic adviser in the anti-trust division of the 
department of justice in Washington.” 
Substitute for Chester Rowell 

Mr. Kreps said: 

“It is impossible to substitute for Chester 
H. Rowell. He has a matchless way of put- 
ting his argument. He speaks with authority 
of years of distinguished leadership in inde- 
pendent thinking and courageous journalism. 

“A life-long republican of outstanding 
service to his party, to California, and to the 
United States, the mere fact that he strongly 
opposes Proposition No. 1 is in itself an 
almost irrefutable argument against 
those of us of conservative bias who have 
long known, followed and admired him. 

“Now, I realize that the term ‘conservative 
has been much bandied about and abused of 
late, but let us use it in the sense which Mr. 
Cameron explained this past Sunday over the 
Ford radio hour. As you remember, he de- 
fined a conservative as one who above all 
else seeks stability—social stability, political 
stability, economic stability. For us conserva- 
tives the crucial question is, ‘Will the enact- 


ment of Proposition No. 1 bring about sta- 
bility?’ 

“Now, let's not get our mental exercise by 
jumping at conclusions. Let's examine the 


proposition closely. At the outset may I ask. 
‘How many of you have read and studied the 
twenty-six sections of Proposition No. 1 in 
detail?’ Those of you who have, do you re- 
member Section 8? Perhaps you don't now, 
but if Proposition No. 1 were adopted you 
soon would. 

“Those of you who have not yet read it, 
but have a copy of Proposition No. 1 now 
before you, please turn to page 5, the bottom 
of the page, and notice what it says. For the 
benefit of those who do not happen to have 
a written copy of the proposal before them, 
let me quote the gist of Section 8, omitting 
only that cumbersome baggage of synonyms 
without which statutory phraseology appar- 
ently cannot sound legal. Let me illustrate: 
In Section 8 you find, for example, the words 
‘goods, wares, merchandise, products, crops, 
materials, supplies, tools, equipment, services. 
entertainment, accommodations or articles,’ 
for all of which I shall quote only the word 
‘merchandise. In this manner permit me to 
quote Section 8 directly without break of sen- 
tence structure and without changing one 
iota the legal meaning or effect. Here is what 
it says: 

Hamstrings Business Organizations 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any person to 
utter to or within the hearing of any other 
person . any . derogatory words 

with the intent . to induce or influ- 
ence any person... to refrain from purchas- 
ing, selling, using, delivering, transporting, 
handling or receiving any . . . merchandise.’ 

“Let me read the passage again, ‘It shall 
be unlawful .. 

“Notice that this provision, together with 
Section 18 in the act, makes it a prison of- 
fense for any business man to complain to 
better business bureaus about the trade prac- 
tices of ‘chiselers. For it prevents you from

of inducing anyone to refrain from buying 
from the ‘chiseler.’ 

“Please look up in your dictionary the 
meaning of the word ‘derogatory.’ Then ask 
any group of law professors or judges about 
the word. Whatever the source of informa- 
tion you consult you will find that any word 
is derogatory which tends partially to annul 
or to take away, to detract or depreciate the 
character or value of a person or article. 

“In short, if Proposition No. 1 passes, 
better business bureaus will be liable to fine 
and imprisonment for any publicity or ac- 
tivity tending to direct public patronage from 
irresponsible concerns. It is derogatory even 
to call a concern irresponsible. If you pass 
Proposition No. 1 you will have taken away 
from better business bureaus their most im- 
portant weapon, namely, derogatory educa- 
tional publicity. They will have to drop their 
invaluable programs of the public education 
and promotion of business stability through 
adherence to higher standards of business 
ethics. 

“Trade associations will be similarly par- 
alyzed. For they, too, have brought order out 
of chaos in many an industry by steadily ex- 
erting pressure against disorderly, ignorant 
and dishonest competitors. Thus organiza- 
tions such as the printers’ board of trade in 
San Francisco have established a long his- 
tory of orderly business and labor relations, 
both during prosperity and depression. By 
the same means medical associations have 
curbed the sale of harmful nostrums and the 
practice of charlatans. In all earnestness I 
ask you, ‘How can such unethical practices 
and practitioners be eliminated if no one is 
allowed to utter a derogatory word?’ 
Would Encourage “Gyp” Practices 

“Everybody knows that sound and stable 
businesses are invariably built upon the com- 
petitive merchandising of sound and stable 
values. No right-thinking business man 
wishes his product to succeed upon any other 
basis than its merits. He wants consumers to 
compare quality and value, and he wants 
them to tell others about it. But if the lan- 
guage of Section 8 of Proposition No. | 
means what it says consumers will be unable 
to avoid the ‘gyp’ shop and the inferior prod- 
uct, because no one will be allowed to tell 
them about it. 

“In fact, even after the customer has been 
‘gypped’ he will be guilty of a prison offense 
if he complains either to the better business 
bureau, to his fellow consumers, or to the fair 
trade practice enforcement agencies of our 
state and federal governments. Whether he 
be business man or consumer, any mention of 
his honest and legitimate criticism or com- 
plaint means jail. 

“Please do not misunderstand me. I know 
full well that those who drafted and those 
who now sponsor Proposition No. 1 had not 
even the slightest intention thus to hamstring 
the activities of farm marketing associations 
trade associations, better business bureaus 
and business informational services to con 
sumers. But hasty, ill considered action has 
caused many a deer hunter to shoot one of 
his pals. Whether intended or not, the prohi- 
bitions and penalties are there in Section 8 
and by virtue of Section 25 they are there be 
yond the power of the legislature to remove 
them. 

Threat to Legitimate Business 

“The proposition as now written places 
over the head of every business man in Cali- 
fornia actively supporting his trade associa- 
tion or better business bureau the threat of 
fine or imprisonment. Even if not enforced as 
written it can bring nought but uncertainty 
and instability, for chiselers will have a field 
day. 

To those who want that political and eco 
nomic stability which is necessary for max- 
imum progress of California business, only 
one recourse is open. That is to defeat so 
stupidly drafted and emotionally conceived a 
concoction as is Proposition No. 1.”

The Missouri conference  ap- 
proved a resolution urging the in- 
ternational group to levy the 1 per 
cent assessment on each member 
to obtain funds for organization 
purposes. 
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SMALL SHARE 
OF PROFITS GO TO 
THE WORKERS 


Every two years the U. S. cen- 
sus board publishes the results of 
its ‘census of manufacturers” 
which are of importance to labor, 
because they show in a most con- 
vincing manner the small share of 
the value created by industry 
which goes to workers. 

The bureau is now releasing re- 
ports on its 1937 enumeration, and 
reveals information that can con- 
servatively be called startling. 

Take cigarettes for an example: 

Total value of cigarettes made in 
1937 was $968,857,634 and the total 
wages were $24,175,739. 

Obviously, the wage earner got 
less than three cents of each $1 re- 
ceived by manufacturers for their 
products, 

In a few other industries, picked 
at random, wage earners got the 
following percentage of each $1 of 
value produced: cane sugar refin- 
ing, 4 per cent; chewing gum, 5 
per cent; malt, 16 per cent; house- 
hold laundry machines, 17 per cent; 


matches, 17 per cent; ammunition, | 


20 per cent, etc. 

These unquestionable figures not 
only show labor's surprisingly low 
share of the product value, they 
also explode the theory that an in- 
crease in wages would cause a cor- 
responding increase in the price of 
the product. 

On this basis a change of price 
would need to be only $1.03 instead 
of $1 to increase 
cent,

manufacturers could 


double the wages of their employes | 


without making a dent in their 


profits. In 1933, G. W. Hill, presi- 
dent of the American Tobacco 
company, received in salary and 
bonus $51,384,087, not counting his 


dividends. His pay was $24,693 a 
week, Official reports show he 
could have paid the entire wage 


bill of his company out of his sal- 
ary and still would have had $12,- 
500 per week left for himself. Not 
bad. These are only a few of the 
facts many companies. 
Much the same picture is obtained 
by studying the other industries of 
the country.

Big Wage Increase Won 
By New York Draftsmen 


The tangible benefits which 
workers gain by organization in 
unions affiliated with the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor is revealed 
in the wage increases for electrical 
and mechanical draftsmen on the 
Red Hook housing project secured 
by the Architectural and Engineer- 
ing Guild, Local 66 of the interna- 
tional federation of technical engi- 
neers, architects and draftsmen’s 
unions, an A. F. of L. affiliate. 

The guild, which had been certi- 
fied as sole bargaining agent for 
the draftsmen, negotiated wage in- 
creases ranging from $10 to $30 
per week, an average of $15 per 
week, with back pay for the dif- 
ference between the new and the 
old salaries. The increases were 
retroactive to April 21, 1938, and 
included time and one-half for 
overtime. The amount of back pay 
ranged from $200 to $595. 

Howard W. Spellman, a member 
of the New York city council and 


general counsel for the guild, as- 
sisted the union in the negotia- 


tions which resulted 
increases.
